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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art of record teaches or discloses a method of maintaining a machine 
part arranged in an interior space of a machine, where the interior space is kept at a first pressure 
and is separated from an environment having a second pressure by a load lock, the method 
comprising: engaging the machine part with a first handler, wherein the first handler has 
either a plurality of tapered protrusions or a plurality of tapered grooves that substantially 
correspond to, respectively, a plurality of tapered grooves or a plurality of tapered protrusions 
located on the machine part; transporting the machine part from the interior space to the load 
lock using the first handler; disengaging the machine part from the first handler; engaging the 
machine part with a second handler, wherein the second handler has either a plurality of tapered 
protrusions or a plurality of tapered grooves that substantially correspond to, respectively, a 
plurality of tapered grooves or a plurality of tapered protrusions located on the machine part; 
transporting the machine part from the load lock to the environment using the second handler; 
disengaging the machine part fi-om the second handler; performing maintenance on or 
replacement of the machine part. 

None of the prior art of record teaches or discloses An assembly having an interior space 
maintained at a first pressure and an environment having a second pressure, comprising: a load 
lock separating the interior space from the environment; a first handler, located at a first side of 
said load lock, having a first plurality of tapered protrusions or tapered grooves that substantially 
correspond to and engage a second plurality of tapered grooves or tapered protrusions located on 
a machine part; a second handler, located at a second side of said load lock, having a third 
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plurality of tapered protrusions or tapered grooves that substantially correspond to and engage 
the second plurality of tapered grooves or tapered protrusions of the machine part; and means for 
maintaining the first pressure when said load lock is open to the interior space, wherein said first 
handler is configured to transfer the machine part between the interior space to the load lock, and 
said second handler is configured to transfer the machine part between the load lock to the 
environment.
